He  was  a 
bishop  in  Washington,  D.C.,  and  is 
now  a member  of  the  presidency 
in  the  Denver  West  Stake. 

He  received  his  bachelor  and 
master’s  degrees  from  the 
University  of  Arizona  in  1939  and 
1940.  Dr.  Alldridge  then  went  on 
to  earn  a Master  of  Engineering 
Science  from  Harvard  University 
in  1953  and  a Ph.D.  in  physics 
from  the  University  of  Maryland 
in  1955. 

He  won  the  Department  of 
Commerce’s  Gold  Medal  in  1965 
and  a presidential  citation  in 
1964.

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MAINZ,  Germany  (AP)  — Former  Chancellor  Kurt  Georg  Kiesinger 
was  re-elected  leader  of  the  Christian  Democratic  party  today,  but  the 
vote  at  the  party’s  first  congress  since  it  lost  control  of  the  government 
indicated  that  his  support  had  eroded. 

The  vote  was  386-51,  with  33  abstentions  and  one  invalid  vote. 
Younger  delegates  are  making  no  secret  of  their  desire  to  change  leaders 
before  the  next  federal  election  in  1973. 


HELSINKI,  Finland  (AP)  — Awash  with  conviviality,  U.S.  and  Soviet 
negotiators  began  private  talks  today  to  search  out  prospects  for  an 
accord  to  curb  the  nuclear  arms  race. 

G.S.  Ambassador  Gerard  C.  Smith,  Soviet  delegate  Vladimir  S. 
Semenov  and  their  advisers  met  at  the  American  Embassy  to  begin 
working  out  arrangements  for  substantive  negotiations.  These 
preliminary  discussions  behind  closed  doors  are  expected  to  last  several 
weeks. 


SAIGON  (AP)  — Heavy  fighting  erupted  again  in  the  Bu  Prang-Duc 
Lap  area  of  the  central  highlands,  and  South  Vietnamese  forces 
reported  more  than  230  of  the  enemy  killed.  A government  spokesman 
said  air  strikes  and  artillery  killed  most  of  them. 

Initial  reports  said  seven  South  Vietnamese  soldiers  were  killed  and 
22  wounded  in  two  battles  Monday.  These  figures  were  expected  to  go 
up  when  later  reports  reached  Saigon. 


SAIGON  (AP)  — U.S.  jets  roared  in  through  heavy  clouds  Tuesday 
and  pounded  North  Vietnamese  troops  massed  near  the  Bu  Prang 
Special  Forces  camp  in  an  area  where  the  South  Vietnamese  claimed  a 
slaughter  of  enemy  forces  took  place  the  day  before. 

The  North  Vietnamese  opened  up  at  dawn,  firing  40  mortar  rounds 
on  the  hilltop  camp  in  the  central  highlands  1 10  miles  north  of  Saigon. 
Then  they  fired  artillery  from  a sanctuary  in  nearby  Cambodia,  where 
their  guns  had  come  under  U.S.  artillery  fire  and  air  attacks  for  two 
days. 


SAG  PAULO,  Brazil  (AP)  — In  a nation  that  is  95  per  cent  Roman 
Catholic,  a nun  is  in  jail  and  a number  of  priests  and  seminarians  also 
have  been  arrested  in  a campaign  of  Brazil’s  military  government  to 
stamp  out  “terrorism.” 

The  campaign  has  also  resulted  in  the  excommunication  of  two  police 
officers. 


. TEL  AVIV  (AP)  — Arab  guerrillas  fired  homemade  bazooka  shells 
today  at  Israeli  military  government  headquarters  in  El  Arish  in  the 
occupied  Gaza  Strip,  an  army  spokesman  said. 

Four  Israeli  soldiers  and  a woman  civilian  were  wounded  in  the 
predawn  shelling.

SPACE  CENTER,  Houston  (AP)  — Except  for  six  minutes  to  erect  an 
American  flag  and  eight  minutes  to  position  a color  television  camera, 
the  Apollo  12  moon  explorers  plan  to  devote  all  their  time  to  science 
on  their  first  moon  walk  today. 

Astronaut  Charles  Conrad  Jr.  plans  to  be  outside  three  hours  and  14 
minutes  during  the  initial  stroll,  while  Alan  L.  Bean  is  expected  to  be 
outside  two  hours,  23  minutes. 


UNITED  NATIONS,  N.Y.  (AP)  — Canada  demanded  today  further 
modification  of  the  U.S.-Soviet  draft  treaty  on  a nuclear-free  sea  bed  in 
order  to  make  it  more  acceptable  to  the  international  community. 

In  a speech  to  the  General  Assembly’s  126-nation  main  political 
committee  George  Ignatieff,  the  Canadian  delegate,  also  expressed 
doubt  that  the  assembly  could  make  any  substantive  decision  in  this 
session  on  a treaty  to  outlaw  chemical  and  bacteriological  weapons. 


PITTSBURGH  (AP)  — Scientists  are  planning  to  mine  the  moon. 

At  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  Mines  research  center  in  nearby  Bruceton  and 
at  six  other  locations,  scientists  have  been  experimenting  for  four  years 
on  ways  to  harvest  any  natural  resources  astronauts  may  find  on  or 
under  the  lunar  surface, 


PRINCETON,  N.J.  (AP)  — About  80;  Princeton  University  members 
of  Students  for  a Democratic  Society,  one  carrying  a Viet  Cong  flag, 
demonstrated  in  front  of  a Pentagon-sponsored  “think  tank”  today. 

The  protesters  picketed  for  about  two  hours,  barring  entrance  to  the 
Institute  for  Defense  Analysis  to  about  40  employes. 


Retention  Of  Capitol  Punishmemf 
Needed  In  Today’s  Modern  Sotit 


HYANNIS  PORT,  Mass.  (AP)  — Joseph  Patrick  Kennedy,  sire  of  a 
tragedy-shrouded  American  political  fable,  died  Tuesday  losing  an 
eight-year  struggle  for  life.  He  was  81. 

Kennedy,  whose  sons  included  the  35th  President  of  the  United 
States  and  two  U.S.  senators,  died  peacefully  at  11:05  a.m.  EST,  a 
statement  from  the  family  said. 


Recently  a published  editorial  by  J.P.O.  espousing 
the  need  for  the  abolition  of  capital  punishment  has 
brought  forth  anguished  crys  of  heretic  and  heresy. 

Many  students  feel  that  because  the  article 
appeared  in  THE  DAILY  UNIVERSE  it  is  in  accord 
with  Church  doctrine  and  what  the  Church 
officially  believes.  This  is  not  always  the  case.  The 
article  was  one  man's  opinion  only. 


The  Church  has  officially  come  out  in  favor  of 
capital  punishment. 


The  First  Presidency  made  the  following 
statement  in  1889  when  they  said,  "We  regard  the 
killing  of  human  beings,  except  in  conformity  with 
the  law,  as  a capital  crime  which  should  be  punished 
by  the  shedding  of  the  blood  of  the  criminal  after  a 
public  trial  before  a legally  constituted  court  of  the 
land  ...  the  revelations  of  God  to  this  church  make 
death  the  penalty  for  capital  crime." 

The  Doctrine  and  Covenants  states  in  section 
42:18-19,  "Thou  shalt  not  kill;  and  he  that  kills 
shall  not  have  forgiveness  in  this  world  nor  in  the 
world  to  come.  And  again,  I say  thou  shalt  not  kill; 
but  he  that  killeth  shall  die." 


President  Charles  W.  Penrose  said,  "I  know  there 
are  some  benevolent  and  philanthropic  people  in 
these  times  who  think  that  capital  punishment 
ought  to  be  abolished.  Yet  I think  the  Lord  knows 
better  than  they.  The  law  he  ordained  will  have  the 
best  results  to  mankind  in  general  . . ." 

Regarding  capital  punishment  the  Prophet 
Brigham  Young  said,  "This  is  loving  our  neighbor  as 
ourselves;  if  he  needs  help,  help  him;  and  he  wants 
salvation  and  it  Is  necessary  to  spill  his  blood  on  the 
earth  in  order  that  he  may  saved,  spill  it . . . this  is 
the  way  to  love  mankind. 

Joseph  Smith 

"Joseph  Smith  taught  that  there  were  certain  sins 
so  grievous  that  man  may  commit,  that  they  will 
place  the  transgressors  beyond  the  power  of  the 
atonement  of  Christ.  If  these  offenses  are 
committed,  then  the  blood  of  Christ  will  not  cleanse 
them  from  their  sins  even  though  they  repent. 
Therefore  their  only  hope  is  to  have  their  own 
blood  shed  to  atone,  as  far  as  possible,  in  their 
behalf." 


The  Bible  says  this,  "And  surely  your  blood  of 
your  lives  will  I require;  at  the  hand  of  every  beast 
will  I require  it,  and  at  the  hand  of  man;  at  the  hand 
of  every  man's  brother  will  I require  the  life  of  man. 
Whoso  sheddeth  man's  blood,  by  man  shall  his 
blood  be  shed:  for  in  the  image  of  God  made  he 
man." 


There  is  much  world  and  nation-wide  evidence  for 
the  retention  of  the  death  penalty.  A recent 
government  report  disclosed  a growing  number  of 
murders  since  Britain  abolished  capital  punishment. 
There  were  10  murders  In  1964  and  26  in  1968. 

There  are  frequently  offenders  at  present  who  are 
a puzzle  to  the  best  of  our  scientists  and  with  the 
knowledge  we  have  at  hand,  rehabilitation  cannot, 
in  any  real  sense,  be  guaranteed.  So,  there  may  still 
be  a justifiable  role  for  capital  punishment. 

In  countries  where  they  are  given  a life  sentence 
(which  means  life),  they  are  never  released.  Society 
is  thus  protected.  (Some  of  these  lifers  would 
willingly  choose  death  in  preference  to  "forever"  in 
prison). 

Persons  may  get  too  sentimental  in  saying  that  life 
is  sacred  (the  life  of  the  offender).  The  life  of  the 
decent,  law-abinding  citizen  Is  also  precious. 
Occasionally,  one  deviant  takes  the  life  of  several 
people.  One  asks,  seriously,  if  such  a deviant  should 
be  spared  to  strike  again?  There  Is  one  man  in  the 
Utah  state  prison  who  has  killed  a total  of  five 
persons  on  two  separate  occasions.

phony.  About  a year  ago  an  armed  robber  a 
before  the  Utah  state  prison  board  of  parola;

He  indicated  that  if  his  own  life  seemed  1 
jeopardy  he  would  shoot  accurately  and 
wound  his  victim.  He  assumed  that  in  this^t 
he  would  face  a lesser  charge  than  murd^ 
able  to  get  out  of  prison  in  five  to  eight  y 
another  run  at  robbery.

It  would  appear  to  some  that  this  man 
mental  case.

Population  Explosion  Over-Exploits 


World,  Zoology  Professor  Claims

Duane  Jeffrey,  professor  of  zoology  at  BYU  and  a 
doctoral  candidate,  says  the  facts  warrant  the  term 
“population  explosion”  in  describing  the  world’s 
growth. 

“We’ve  over-exploited  the  world,”  he  said  and 
mankind  will  have  to  realize  that  “there’s  a 
stewardship  for  which  we  are  responsible,”  meaning 
the  same  stewardship  principle  presented  to  the 
Latter-day  Saints  in  the  Doctrine  and  Covenants. 

The  professor  illustrated  the  gravity  of  the 
population  problem  by  estimating  that  there  are  25 
persons  born  every  ten  seconds  and  that  if  the 
present  growth  rate  continues,  “We  may  well  see  the 
time  when  the  United  States  has  as  many  people  as 
India  has  now.” 

Referring  to  imminent  crowded  conditions  in  the 
world,  he  said  he  couldn’t  help  but  think  of  tests 
with  animals  under  crowded  conditions.  The 
animals  showed  marked  changes;  they  developed 
animosity  for  their  neighbors,  drew  inward  and  their 
reproductive  rate  dropped.  They  even  had 
physiological  changes  in  their  adrenal  glands  and 
livers. 

Not  Enough  Resources 

Jeffrey  described  the  projected  amount  of 
renewable  resources  needed  by  the  new  populations 
as  not  enough.  He  said  the  situation  may  become 
“like  the  old  range  wars  on  a bigger  scale.”  He 
reported,  however,  that  plans  to  bring  water  from 
the  Columbia  River  and  the  rivers  that  flow  into  the 
Arctic  Ocean  from  Canada  were  being  introduced 
that  could  serve  the  western  United  States  in  the 
future. 

The  chances  of  food  keeping  ahead  of  the  need 
for  food  were  bleaker,  he  reported.  The  U.S. 
Department  of  Agriculture  estimates  that 
population  will  intersect  food  production  in  1984 
and  some  estimates  are  for  an  even  earlier  shortage. 

He  discounted  efforts  to  obtain  food  from  the 
oceans.  “We  can’t  just  go  to  the  ocean.  We  have  no 


programs,  no  technology  to  harvest  the  sea.” 
Sardines  and  whales  are  already  near  extinction,  he 
reported. 

Non-renewable  resources  are  even  more  critical, 
according  to  Jeffrey.  “How  are  we  going  to  replace 
the  iron,  aluminum  and  coal  we  use?”  he  asked. 
Petroleum  reserves  are  so  low  that  if  every  person  in 
the  world  used  as  much  petroleum  as  the  average 
American,  there  would  be  no  more  oil  in  six  years. 

He  said  the  crises  in  future  food  production  and 
population  argue  for  more  wars.  “As  nations  get 
hungrier,  it’s  inconceivable  for  one  nation  to  stand 
still  with  a green  valley  just  over  the  border.”  The 
border  war  this  summer  between  El  Salvador  and 
Honduras  was  a prime  example,  he  said. 

Population  Control? 

Jeffery  said  one  obvious  answer  to  the  problem 
was  controlling  population.  He  couldn’t  agree  with 
any  of  the  other  answers  that  had  been  presented: 
that  man  could  harvest  the  sea-even  if  they  could, 
he  estimated,  planets— at  current  rates  he  thinks 
man  could  populate  the  planets  in  several  hundred 
years  under  the  best  conditions;  that  man  would 
have  a breakthrough  in  technology  that  could  feed 
the  burgeoning  population— he  said  it  was  possible 
but  he  couldn’t  envision  any  breakthrough  at  the 
present. 

The  zoology  professor  said  it  was  hard  not  to  be 
fatalistic.  “There  should  be  something  we  could  do. 
We’ve  got  to  get  interested  in  the  production  of  new 
foods  and  raw  materials.  Let’s  strive  for  a world 
society  where  everyone  can  agree  on  the 
stewardship  principle,”  he  concluded. 

If  something  is  not  done  soon,  he  said,  the  United 
States  might  be  forced  to  enact  legislation 
controlling  population.  Some  possibilities  he 
mentioned  are  that  children  could  be  made  a tax 
burden  and  not  an  asset  or  that  each  couple  that  got 
married  would  receive  two  tickets— one  for  each  of 
the  children  they  would  be  allowed  to  have.  Under 
those  circumstances,  couples  who  wanted  more 
children  might  be  able  to  get  tickets  from  couples 
who  didn’t  want  any.

He  is  credited  with  solving  many  of  the  methodological  d 
problems  of  early  work  on  whether  a person  is  or  is  not  a good^ 
judge  of  another  person’s  character. 

Violence  in  children  is  another  area  of  Dr.  Cline’s  work,  and  it 
is  expected  that  he  will  discuss  both  areas  in  today’s 
presentation.  The  general  public  is  invited. 

Along  with  his  psychology  work,  the  U.  of  U.  professor  has 
written  for  “The  Era  of  Youth”  and  is  currently  a bishop  in  a 
Salt  Lake  Ward.
